Eye Make Up 
Mostly Needs 
Subtle Touch

HY does a tiny black mask so 

effectively conceal the identity 
of the wearer at a costume hall? 
It is because the eves are the most 
expressive—most individual thing 
about you. Cover them up and 
even lovely lips lose a part of their 
beauty and meaning. Emphasize 
them with skillful make-up and 
the plainest face will become at- 
tractive. 

Eye make-up must be subtle. 
But, first of all, your eyes must 
be elear, bright and healthy. 
Eyebrows and Jashes must be neat- 
ly shaped and at least dark enough 
to give a definite line. They must 
be silky and healthy looking, and 
last of all there inust be no trace 
of fatigue or worry lines around 
your eyes. 

It may seem rather difficult to 
measure up to these beauty stand- 
ards, but Jet’s study the problem 
more carefully. Clear, bright eyes 
— providing you have a healthy 
body to begin with —may mean 
nothing more 
than a reason- 
able amount 
of daily care. 

Afler a hot 
and dusty 
summer the 
eyes may be 
less bright 
than you want 
them, so begin 
at once using 
a soothing eye 
wash night 
and morning. 
Hither an eye 
cup or an eyc 
dropper may 
be used, but many prefer the first, 
sinee it really does a more thor- 
ough job. 

You can make a simple, inex- 
pensive, and effective eye wash by 
dissolving two teaspoons borie acid 
powder in two cups hot boiled 
water and putting it into tightly 
corked clean bottles. 

I like to keep two rather smal] 
bottles of this solution in my 
medicine chest. One I heat, before 
using by setting the bottle in a 
cup or glass of hot water. I bathe 
my. eyes first in the warm solution 
and then the cold. This is espe- 
cially soothing after the eyes have 
been exposed to wind, dust and 
sun for a long period of time. 

There will be lots of warm, 
bright days yet so do not put 
away your dark sun glasses. Leav- 
ing the eyes unprotected from the 
bright sun and wind encourages 
squint lines that are mueh harder 
to eradicate than to preyent. Re- 
member to massage a_ sinal) 
amount of rich cream around the 
eyes every night and leave it there 
from ten to twenty minutes to 
keep the skin in this area soft and 
moist. Remove the excess cream 
with pads of cotton dipped into 
cold water or a mild skin fresh- 
ener. 

Lovely eyelashes and brows is 
usually a matter of giving them 
care and training them. Give your 
eyebrows a nicely - proportioned 
line by tweezing away the hairs 
that grow outside of the smooth, 
natural line. Eyebrows should 
never be plucked to an unnatural 
or very thin line, but should follow 
the bony frame of the eye-socket. 
If your brows are very heavy and 
need a little thinning, work on the 
underside of the natural arch. 
Merely clean up the stragglers or 
fine downy lines over the arch. 

Brushing your lashes and brows 
inakes them glossy and manage- 
able. It makes the hairs of the 
brows stay in place and you can 
actually train your lashe: to curl 
up or droop with a little patience,
